REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 37, 38, 40, 41, 43-46, 50 and 52-55 are allowed. The following is a statement of 
the examiner's reasons for allowance. Regarding claims 37, 54 and 55, the prior art fails to 
disclose that the incident wavefront is received by the mirrors normal to the substrate and is 
modulated across the two dimensional array of mirrors to produce an output wavefront having at 
least one of a phase shift or an interference pattern in the output wavefront. The claimed 
invention is therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and non- 
obvious over prior art. 

The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 
would be improper. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
